his appearan ce here had an y thin g to 
do with the Harris in qu iry . 
Mr. Ohen ey den ied that he wqu ld 
hav e,an y thin g to do with the Harris 
case, althou gh it was gen erally re­ 
ported that he wou ld. He said that 
he was here to look 
after 
matters 
pertain in g to the 
Blaken aon 
case. 
Nev ertheless the appearan ce here of 
Mr. Chen ey was almost simu ltan eou s 
with the appearan ce this morn in g, in 
the Shelby v ille Morn in g News of the 
* followin g story in part:

For the ben efit of the merchan ts of 
Green sbu rg, 
who, 
accordin g to a 
Green sbu rg paper, wan t an order of 
the Ru shv ille Co-Operativ e Telephon e 
Compan y rescin ded, it might be stat­ 
ed that their wishes will be gran ted in 
this regard on the first day of April. 
The order issu ed by the local com­ 
pan y some time ago makin g it pos­ 
sible for an y of t-lieir patron s in Mil­ 
roy to pay a flat rate of thirty cen ts 
a mon th for Decatu r cou n ty serv ice, 
will be discon tin u ed the first of n ex t 
mon th. 
Bu t the chan ge will n ot ben efit the 
merchan ts of 
Green sbu rg as they 
wou ld hav e it to. 
The rescin din g of 
the order will pu t in force the old 
plan , that of chargin g a stated toll 
for talkin g to Green sbu rg. 
Before 
the flat rate charge was 
arran g <1 
Milroy patron s of the Ru shv ille com­ 
pan y were Charged ten cen ts toll tor 
serv ice an y place in Decatu r cou n ty . 
This order will 
go in effect 
again 
April first, after the withdrawal of 
the other. 
The order was issu ed by 
the board of directors of the local 
compan y some ti/n e ago an d all Mil­ 
roy patron s hav e receiv ed a n otice of 
the same. 
W. T. Jaskson , 
man ager of the 
Ru shv ille compan y , poin ted ou t this 
morn in g that it was u n ju st for Mil­ 
roy patron s to en joy the thirty -een t 
flat rate in 
Decatu r 
cou n ty , when 
other patron s in Ru sh cou n ty hav e to 
pay a regu lar toll to Green sbu rg 
o r 
an y poin t in Decatu r cou n ty . 
It is 
largely for this reason that the order 
has been rescin ded. 
An d again the flat irate charge 
cau sed the man ager of the compan y 
a lot of'trou ble. Milroy patron s took 
adv an tage of the compan y , accordin g 
to W. T. Jackson . 
If they ex pected 
to hav e a con siderable 
amou n t 
of 
bu sin ess with a Decatu r cou n ty resi­ 
den t, an y on e mon th, they wou ld ap­ 
ply for the flat rate, an d then dis­ 
con tin u e the serv ice after a mon th's 
u se. 
It might be. Mr. Jackson say s, 
that su ch a patron wou ld talk to De­ 
catu r cou n ty a hu n dred or more times 
du rin g the mon th, an d then pay on ly 
thirty cen ts for the priv ilege. 
In man y 
in stan ces, 
Mr. Jackson 
say s, the patron u sin g the Decatu r 
cou n ty serv ice, wou ld order it dis­ 
con tin u ed at the Milroy office an d the 
Milroy operator wou ld fail to n otify 
the man ager here. 
The resu lt was 
that Mr. Jackson had trou ble ov er 
the settlemen t of bills in man y in ­ 
stan ces. 
Patron s asserted they had 
discon tin u ed the Decatu r cou n ty ser­ 
v ice. bu t it had n ot been 
reported, 
n ev ertheless, they took adv an tage of 
it an d the toll was n ev er charged u p 
again st them. 
Mr. Jackson took ex ception espec­ 
ially to the followin g paragraph from 
a Green sbu rg paper: 
“When this cou n ty pu t in its tele­ 
phon e serv ice it made a con tract with 
the Ru sh cou n ty telephon e compan y 
tin n t the two compan ies wou ld ex ­ 
chan ge telephon e cou rtesies—th a t is, 
n either wou ld charge the other for 
serv ice in the two cou n ties.” 
Mr. Jackson say s that is absolu tely 
withou t fou n dation . He declares that 
su ch a con tract was n ev er made or 
n ev er was in force. 
At on e time, he 
said. it was iigreed each 
compan y 
shou ld keep the tolls collected at its 
en d of the lin e, an d make settlemen t 
on ly in cases where messen ger fees 
Con tin u ed on p age eigh t.

An in v estigation rev ealed that n o 
ton e kn ew an y thin g abou t the will an d 
u pon in qu iry of Ju stice Thad Lewis 
of Waldron , in whose possession the 
in stru men t was thou ght to be, 
he 
stated that Mr. Zau ss had come to 
him more than a y ear ago an d secu r­ 
ed the will. What has become of the 
in stru men t is n et kn own . 
Some of 
his relativ es are of the opin ion that 
lie may hav e destroy ed the in stru ­ 
men t. 
In this case an admin istrator 
will hav e t<► be appoin ted. 
Zaiu ss was almost 9 3 y ears of age 
■at the time of his death*an d was a 
prosperou s German farmer. 
The es­ 
tate is v alu ed at $6 000.

Did Mr. Reid, In an Interv iew Cabled 
to a New Yo rk Paper, Draw a Co m­ 
parison 
Between the Present State 
o f the British Peo ple and That o f 
the Peo ple o f France in the Perio d 
Immediately Preceding Rev o lutio n? 


London, March 19.—From the atten­ 
tion which is being given in official 
circles to the New York Times inter­ 
view with Ambassador Reid, in which 
the latter is quoted as saying that 
England today is in a condition similar 
to that which prevailed in France be­ 
fore the revolution in that country, 
it is evident that the m atter will 
become a subject of official inquiry. 
As the result of a discussion in the 
lobbies of the house of commons, Sir 
Henry J. Dalziel gave notice of his in­ 
tention to ask Sir Edward Grey, secre­ 
tary 
of state 
for 
foreign 
affairs, 
“whether his attention had been called 
to the interview 
referred 
to 
and 
whether he has in his possession any 
Information which would enable him 
to affirm or deny the authenticity of 
the interview in question.” Ambassa­ 
dor Reid is at present in his country 
home at Wreste Park, convalescing 
from an attack of bronchitis, and 
could not be reached. 
William Phillips, first secretary of 
the embassy, who is in London, called 
Mr. Reid up later on the telephone and 
received the reply that he (the am­ 
bassador) 
had 
not authorized 
the 
statement attributed to him. 
Phil­ 
lips called up again and was author­ 
ized by Mr. Reid to say that he had 
authorized a denial of the purported 
interview. 
The 
question 
which 
has 
been 
brought up by Sir Henry J. Dalziel is 
now before the speaker, who has the. 
authority to reject it or to accept it 
Tf he accepts the question will be 
asked formally in the house tomorrow 
or Thursday. 
There were a number 
of indignant comments in the house 
on the part of members who professed 
to believe the correctness of the al­ 
leged interview, blit the prevailing be­ 
lief was that Mr. Reid was too dis­ 
creet a man to make the remarks at­ 
tributed to him at such a critical time. 
The portion of the interview attrib­ 
uted to Mr. Reid which is being ques­ 
tioned in England follows: 
“There 
have been five or six events recently,” 
said the ambassador, “any one of 
which twenty years ago would have 
provided a sensation enough to last 
many days. Take the coal strike, for 
instance. 
Despite the efforts of the 
press to work up interest in it, the 
public seems to regard it with utter 
Indifference, although one might de­ 
tect a certain air of oppressiveness. 
I have been trying to recall conditions 
j in Paris as described just previous'to 
the overthrow of the government, and 
as far as I can remember a similar 
state of apathy existed there. I think 
there is no doubt that conditions here 
are grave, and they are being made 
worse by intertwining the industrial 
and political situations.”

It is highly probable that human 
endurance is the only regulator of 
speed which a motor car will attain 
for the mile or two-mile distance, but 
when the speed limit of a motor car 
for 500 miles comes up for discussion 
another factor enters into considera­ 
tion. 
L ast Memorial Day, at the In­ 
dianapolis Motor Speedway, forty big 
motor speed m arvels started out to 
cover the five-century distance in a 
contest with time and each other. Ex­ 
perts said th at seventy miles an hour 
for the long grind would be wonderful 
speed quality, while others thought 
that sixty-five miles an hour would 
m ark the limit. 
A few guessed that 
the winner might do seventy-two miles 
an hour, and one or two, who were 
said to be fanatics on the subject, esti­ 
m ated the average speed at seventy- 
four miles an hour.

NEW DEPARTURE 


“Trusties” Will Be Worked Gn 
a Farm Near By. 


A 
MEASURE 
IN

Warden 
Fogarty 
Has 
Figured 
Out 
That the Farm and Garden Produce 
Raised by the Prisoners Will Go Far 
Toward Making the Institution Self- 
Sustaining—The Attorney General’s

Indianapolis, March 19.—Announce­ 
m ent has been m ade at the office of 
the governor that the authorities of 
the state prison will undertake a de­ 
parture this year in that they will 
lease a farm near the prison grounds 
and operate it by means of “trusties,” 
of whom there are several about the 
prison. 
From tw enty to twenty-five 
men will be employed on the farm, 
which is n ear enough to the prison for 
them to be returned each evening. 
The idea of leasing the farm was ad­ 
vanced by E. .1. Fogarty, w arden, who 
saw in the move an opportunity to 
make a great saving in the cost of 
such staples as potatoes, cabbages, 
pumpkins, sweet potatoes and other 
farm and garden produce. 
The w ar­ 
den believes that the operation of the 
farm will be a great aid in the effort 
nov/ being made at the prison to make 
it self-sustaining. 
Mr. Fogarty recently received an 
opinion from the attorney general to 
the effect that the board of trustees 
bad authority to lease a farm to be 
operated by prisoners if it so desired.

This will not trouble those who enter, 
however, for they know the require­ 
ment and that they can meet it before 
their entries are made. 
As an example Howard Wilcox, in a 
big blue National, has been reeling 
off lap« at an average speed of about 
ninety miles per hour on the Speed­ 
way course during the biting cold win­ 
ter weather, and believes be can coax 
more speed out of his car when the 
w eather does not work such physical 
hardship upon him.
